K0L0 himself, in view of the position: which SERES is occupyingfb], 
suspects that the latter is in contact with us although S.[xi] has never 
betrayed to him his dealings with SERGEJ. This shows [? groups unrecovered] 

K0L0 [C% the necessity for absolute secrecy]. In future one should go on 
patiently explaining the importance of this point to him.
